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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on August 11, 2006 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Applicant's amendment filed July 19, 2006 has been entered. Claims 1, 6-23 and 46-66 
are pending in the instant application. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach or suggest a process for making a deformable, hollow thermoplastic doll head including, 

providing a first mold having a first (rear) and a second (front) mold section and, an 
interior core that extends vertically through the first mold and is spaced apart from the first and 
second mold sections to form a first mold cavity in the shape of a complete doll head below a 
latitudinal plane intersecting the head at a position above the eyes and below the crown of the 
head and having details of a face of the doll head, 
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injecting a moldable, flexible elastomer into the first mold cavity to form a parison 
having facial features formed by the first (rear) mold section, 

opening the first (rear) and second (front) mold sections, 

transferring the first (rear) mold section together with the parison to a blow station, 
providing a second mold at the blow station, wherein the second mold is formed by a 
third mold section, the first mold section and, the interior core that is spaced apart from the first 
and third mold sections to form a second mold cavity in the shape of the entirety of the hollow 
doll head, 

drawing a vacuum on, and injecting a compressed gas into the second mold at the blow 
station to thereby disperse the parison relatively evenly, and with a substantially uniform 
thickness during a blow molding process against an interior surface of the second mold cavity to 
form a molded hollow doll head having an opening for removing the interior core, 

cooling the dispersed parison to form the hollow doll head having facial features 
determined by the injection molding and a crown determined by blow molding, 

separating the interior core and removing the hollow doll head from the first (rear) mold 
section, wherein the facial features formed by the injection molding process remain unchanged 
by the blow molding process.
